Cantor  Lefkowitz  has  repeatedly  raised  the  bar 


"I  am  neither  a  musician  nor 
an  expert  on  music.  But  the 
[shattering]  experience  of  music 
has  been  a  challenge  to  my 
thinking  on  ultimate  issues.  I 
spend  my  life  working  with 
thoughts.  And  one  problem  that 
gives  me  no  rest  is:  Do  these 
thoughts  ever  rise  to  the  heights 
reached  by  authentic  music?" 

Of  late,  I  have  found  myself  returning 
to  these  words,  penned  by  Abraham 
Joshua  Heschel  in  his  stirring  essay  “The 
Vocation  of  a  Cantor.”  The  announcement 
by  our  beloved  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz 
of  his  upcoming  retirement  has  turned  my 
thoughts  to  the  transformative  power  of 
music  for  a  synagogue  community.  Since 
arriving  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  in 
1976,  Cantor  Lefkowitz  has  repeatedly 


raised  the  bar  for  the  Cantorate, 
composing  prolifically,  rescuing  and 
editing  important  synagogue  music  from  a 
variety  of  periods  and  styles,  all  the  while 
leading  our  community  in  prayer.  His 
achievements  have  received  national  and 
international  acclaim  and  he  has  mentored 
countless  students  as  a  faculty  member 
of  the  School  of  Sacred  Music  at  Hebrew 
Union  College.  That  he  has  done  all  this, 
all  the  while  actively  and  compassionately 
serving  our  congregational  family,  is 
enough  to  make  us  all  marvel  at  the 
enormity  of  his  impact. 

On  a  personal  level,  I  will  forever 
hold  a  personal  debt  to  Cantor  Lefkowitz 
as  he  continues  to  guide  me  in  my  first 
year  of  congregational  life.  In  the  years 
ahead,  I  will  always  reflect  on  the  far  too 
brief  privilege  of  sharing  the  Park  Avenue 
bimah  with  him.  I  look  forward  to  years 
of  continued  friendship,  and  I  do  hope 
that  our  entire  congregation  takes  full 
advantage  of  every  Shabbat  in  the  coming 
year  to  be  led  in  prayer  by  our  adored 
Cantor. 

In  his  essay  in  our  125th  Anniversary 
volume,  Cantor  Lefkowitz  approvingly 
cites  the  words  of  Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg 
on  the  tasks  of  the  Cantor:  “The 
preservation  of  the  past  of  Jewish  music; 


the  adaptation  of  it  to  the  musical  present; 
the  stimulation  of  new  Jewish  music 
and  creativity.”  Cantor  Lefkowitz  has 
excelled  in  every  aspect  of  his  vocation  as 
a  Cantor.  So  too,  he  has  provided  for  us 
the  litmus  test  by  which  to  chart  out  our 
future.  As  did  Cantor  Putterman  before 
him,  Cantor  Lefkowitz  has  succeeded  in 
striking  the  balance  between  loyalty  to 
the  Cantorial  tradition  and  an  unflinching 
commitment  to  musical  creativity.  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue’s  continued  reputation 
as  the  premier  site  of  Jewish  liturgical 
music  will  be  found  in  our  ongoing 
dedication  to  fulfilling  this  sacred  task.  It 
is  my  deepest  hope  that  the  Torah  taught 
and  prayers  expressed  from  our  bimah 
continue  to  cause  our  community  to  rise  to 
ever  higher  heights. 

Our  gratitude  to  Cantor  and  Mrs. 
Lefkowitz  for  their  contributions  to  the 
Park  Avenue  family  is  beyond  expression. 
Let’s  wish  them  much  mazel  and  every 
success  as  they  celebrate  this  new  chapter 
in  their  lives.  Let’s  also  be  sure  to  savor 
each  Shabbat  of  the  coming  year.  Most 
of  all,  we  must  commit  as  a  community  to 
continue  the  sacred  charge  of  our  musical 
tradition  in  the  years  ahead.

First  Candle,  December  21 

Hanukkah  celebrates  the 
victory  of  the  Maccabees 
over  the  army  of  the  Syr¬ 
ians  in  the  fourth  century 
B.C.E.,  after  which  the  Temple  was 
rededicated.  According  to  Talmudic 
legend,  when  the  Maccabees  entered 
the  Temple  only  enough  oil  for  one 
day  remained — yet  the  flame  of  the 
menorah  continued  to  burn  for  eight 
days,  until  new  pure  oil  could  be 
prepared.  And  so  the  rabbis  decreed 
that  the  holiday  would  be  observed  by 
kindling  lights  for  eight  days. 

The  Hanukkah  menorah,  called  a 
hanukkiyah,  has  nine  candle  hold¬ 
ers — one  for  the  candle  for  each  night 
of  Hanukkah;  and  the  ninth,  called 
the  shamash ,  usually  higher  than  the 
others,  for  lighting  the  other  candles. 

The  candles  are  placed  in  the 
hanukkiyah  from  right  to  left.  The 
shamash  is  lit  first  and  then  is  used 
to  light  the  other  candles.  On  the  first 
night,  we  light  one  candle,  and  then 
each  succeeding  night,  one  additional 
candle;  the  newest  one  first,  from  left 
to  right.

Challenge  and  Future  at  P.A.S. 

Ron  Koas,  Education  Director 


Over  the  past  few  months.  Rabbi  Graetz  and 
I  have  worked  together  to  create  a  unique 
experience  for  our  B'nei  Mitzvah  students  and 
their  families.  I  am  pleased  to  introduce  you  to  Etgar,  our 
6th  Grade  B'nei  Mitzvah  Program  and  Atid,  our  7th  Grade  B’nei 
Mitzvah  Program.  Both  programs  are  geared  for  children  from 
our  congregational  school  as  well  as  for  P.A.S.  members  who 
attend  Jewish  day  school. 

Etgar  means  “challenge,”  which  is  an  appropriate  name  for 
a  program  that  helps  young  people  to  become  upward  bound. 
Atid  is  a  Hebrew  word  that  connotes  the  future.  We’ve  chosen 
this  name  to  describe  a  program  that  helps  people  to  see  them¬ 
selves  as  part  of  a  chain  of  Jewish  continuity.  Both  Etgar  and 
Atid  symbolize  our  goal  of  having  our  family  programs  for  this 
year  encourage  raising  our  sights  and  meeting  the  challenges  of 
sophisticated  and  meaningful  Jewish  education  for  our  maturing 
children. 


Our  latest  Etgar  meeting  was  devoted  to  the  P.A.S.  Bar/Bat 
Mitzvah  Handbook  and  to  the  practical  details  of  the  Bar/Bat 
Mitzvah  experience.  This  meeting  provided  the  groundwork  for 
fashioning  the  Bar/Bat  Mitzvah  Shabbat  in  a  way  that  will  best 
express  the  desires  of  both  parents  and  students  for  a  meaningful 
family  and  Jewish  experience. 

The  last  Atid  meeting  was  devoted  to  the  topic  “Living  a 
Jewish  Life  Every  Day”.  Parents  and  children  explored  how  Jews 
reacted  to  the  world  around  them  in  the  past  and  in  the  present, 
and  how  this  can  be  meaningful,  in  particular  in  relation  to  issues 
of  the  environment  and  social  values.
